Hundreds of men went to work and tbete 
seemed to be no lack of business at the 
principal packing houses. > Armour & Co. 
are running almost in full blast, they hav- 
ing received a number of men from the 
east last evening and a number of both old 
and new men having been put at work. 
The Chicago Packing and Provision Com- 
pany received fifty men last night and now 
have about 600 at work. Nelson Morris 
and Fowler Brothers have each fully as 
many and Swift & Co. have about 1,000. 


Tbe Great Topic of Conversation 


this morning was the row in the camp of 
T;he Knights and the split between Barry 
and Butler and Gr*tt\ Harper and Dolan. 
Each side has its sympathizers and the 
constituents ot men who have defied the 
wrath of Barry and Butler are those who 
are going to work-.

Fourtn ClaM Foat>offioeB Discontinued. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11. The Postmas- 
ter General to-day ordered the discontinn'- 
ance of ninety-two fourth class post-offices, 
mainly for the reason that there were no 
candidates t or the postmastersnlps. In a 
large number of cases the business of the 
offices did not justify their continuance. 
Nearly*every State and Territory Is repre- 
sented. During eleven days of the present 
month 139 post-offices were discontinued 
and twenty-four established.

There was a large 
attendance at the annual Dairymen's Con- 
vention at Battery D, this morning. When 
President Wlnsor took the char he made a 
short speech congratulating the dairymen 
on their success m securing the passage of 
the oleomargarine bill. 
Gov. Stepbenson, of Idaho, sent a letter 
encouraging the convention in its work, 
and the Secretary reported that there were 
seventeen States and Territories and Can- 
ada renresented. The statistical reports 
from various markets were read and the 
convention talked about them. New York 
city reports showed receipts of 93,541,020 
pounds of butter during the present year, 
.a considerable decrease from the amount 
received last year. The value of butter, 
cheese and milk bandied in New York 
during 1886 was $40,588,326, an increase of 
$2,000,000 over 1883. 


Oleomargarine In New l~ork. 


There were 3,000,000 Ibs. of oleomargarine 
received from Chicago and 5,000,000 pounds 
manufactured in New York and 1,250,000 
pounds were received from other sources; 
but of this 3,000,000 were sent away,show- 
ing that the people of New York ate little 
butter. Reports from Boston, Philadelr 
phia and other large butter markets 
Showed an encouraging condition of dairy 
affairs. California dairymen in their re- 
port charged the greatest trouble in the 
coast States, caused by the ''cussed oleo- 
margarine" of the east. There were nu- 
merous other attacks on bogus butter and 
its deleterious&efteets made during the ses- 
sion. A protest" was ^ read from eastern 
shippers, censuring the-careless aud slov- 
enly manner of handling butter by lailway 
employes at Chicago. 


A Story Pronounced Without Foundation.

TERRIBLE EXPLOSION. 


A Boiler Explodes Imperilling Many Lives. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 11. An explosion 
occurred in the cigar box manufactory bf 
Henrv H. Sheep & Co., Nos. 1,704 and 
1,706 Randolph street, this afternoon, 
which blew out the rear wall, badly injur- 
ing a number of young men, women and 
girls and impel illing'the lives of over 100 
moie. The manufactory is a three story 
brick structure. Just before the explosion 
the engineer started up steam by throwing 
a larae amount of sawdust on the tire un- 
der the boiler and then went to the Ran- 
dolph street front of the building. 
He states that he had not been there but 
a few minutes when he was startled by a 
report of a loud noise, followed by the 
upper portion of the rear wall falling out 
and the screams of women in the upper 
stories. Bricks were flying In all direc- 
tions and in less than a minute afterwards 
the whole rear of the mill appealed to be 
in flames. The greatest excitement exist- 
ed among, the hands employed in the 
building/but till but one of the women 
weie carried out in safety. A large num-' 
ber, however, were badly* burned aud 
otherwise injured. 


One girl, Carrie B^runo, aged 18, is miss- 
ing. Following is list of injured: Ella 
Stocker, aged twenty-one, badly burned 
abo~ut the face and hands; Carrie Mullen, 
eighteen, burned about the body; Emma 
Mulder, sixteen, burned about the face; 
Mary E. Knecht, fifteen, face and body 
burned; Amanda Cook, nineteen, burned 
about the face, back and hands. John 
Pollock, seventeen, injured about the head 
by falling bricks; Joseph Rehmer, seven- 
teen, badly burned; John Klergelhafer," 
twenty-one, head cut and band injured; 
George Kimball, nineteen, head and face 
cut; Charles Brown, fifteen, head, hands 
and face cut; Daniel Fries, an old man, 
head and face burned and arm cut.

A CLUE NEAR BANGOR. 


Developments last evening lend an addi- 


tional interest totheaflaii. Mr. McFar- 
land, a merchant at E ist Eddington, was 
returning home from tins city where he 
had been purchasing some goods. When 
about five miles beyond Eddingtou Bend 
a mau suddenly came out of the woods 
from the side of the road, confronted him 
and asked how fat it was to Eddington 
Bend. Upon being told that it was five 
miles the man said nothing fuitber and 
Mr. McFarland drove on. He had, how- 
ever, studied the sti auger very closely and 
noticed that he was somewhat excited and 
a big slouch hat that he wore pulled down 
in such a manner as to hide much of his 
face. He did not tarn around and face 
the Eddington man, but was looking in 
another direction all of the time. 


The stranger can led a double-bairelled 


gun and held two or thi ee partridges iu 
his baud. Hir voice sounded very famil- 
iar to Mr. JIcFai land, and after,he had 
left him standing there and proceeded 
foul or five ruds, he says that it suddenly 
flashed through his mind that the man 
was his second cousin, James McFarland 
of Hancock, whom he had seen for several 
years. An instant later the whole situa- 
tion occurred to him. he 
not having 


thought of the shooting before.

The assassination of the same wardens 
constituted one of the most brutal and un* 
provoked crimes ever perp'etrated iuMame. 
Every engine ot the law should be set in 
motion to prevent tbe escape of these .men, 
and as the two victims were State officers 
would it not be well to take some action 
with a view of offering a State reward for 
the arrest of both Graves and McFarland.
